IN the course of our many years existence as a Jewish news- | 


paper, it has -been our painful duty to make many appeals, and we 
might almost be pardoned if we had become somewhat case-hardened 
tothe ery of suffering.

-eallous neglect of these Galician Jewish children would, as the 
appeal we print warns us, “recoil most heavily upon. the Jewish 
people, who will have left, this sink of iniquity to generate and diffuse 
its moral poison and consequent disease.” We cannot shirk our 
vesponsibility without jeopardising the good name of our people and 
storing up for ourselves a heritage of opprobrium, disgust—and 
disaster. Our American brethren have already given valuable 
help. The Alliance Israclite has given two hundred thousand 
francs. We hope it will be found possible for the Russo-Jewish 
Committee to allot a substantial sum to this -pressingly urgent 
matter, In any ease, the-little Jewish martyrs of Galicia must not 
he deserted and ignored by the Jews of this country. For our own 
suke, we, must not try-to escape. from doing our.sheer duty to them— 
and to.ourselves.

An Ominous Deliverance. 


THERE was one very ominous passage in a speech which 
Professor SAROLEA delivered at Edinburgh recently. During a visit 
which he paid to Poland, he said he had the opportunity of 
discussing the Jewish question with a prominent Polish statesman. 
When asked how the Polish Government intended to solve the Jewish 
question in Poland, the statesman replied that there were but three 
alternatives. They could starve the Jews; they could kill them 
outright; or they could force them to emigrate. We 4re 
not told whether the gentleman who delivered himself of these 
amiable sentiments was a member of the Government. But 
even ifthe “prominent statesman” had no official connections, the 
mere fact that such savage utterances should have escaped him is 
painfully significant of the trend of thought in “liberated” 
Poland, and accounts for much that Sir SruarT SAMUEL revealed 
to his audience on Wednesday night as.a result of his Mission. 
Unfortunately, the Sunday Closing Act in Poland is at least 
symptomatic of the popularity of the “starvation” alternative in 
Polish ‘Parliamentary circles ; while the throwing of thousands 
of Jewish railwaymen out of work is a straw which points 
in the same direction.

- that Berkeley Street is following the religiouslead of Hill Street. Colour 


will have been given to this, because the vote on Sunday followed so 
quickly upon the unfortunate appearance a week or two ago of Rabbi 
MATTUCK in the pulpit at Berkeley Street. We have already expressed 
our view of the evil that we believe is bound to result from 
the false tolerance and pseudo-broad mindedness which induced 
the invitation to Mr. Martuck. But that is one thing, and the 
vote on Sunday is altogether another. It is merely accidental: 
that Berkeley Street has hesitated about accepting, and. Hill 
Street has rejected, the Communal Scheme. The reasons which 
induced the one are totally different from those which impelled 
the other; though, as we say, there is little doubt that “ Liberal” 
Jews will seek to employ the regrettable decision as grist for their 
own mill. We hope that it will not be long before Berkeley 
Street reconsiders its position to the Scheme, and agrees 


- to take its place in support of it with the rest of the Community. It 


could in this respect take to heart the lesson of communal loyalty 
manifested by the Traditional Observant Jews, whose attitude — 
towards the Scheme is well put in Rabbi JuNa’s letter which we 

have pleasure in publishing—a lesson set them by Jews who religi- 
ously (as in so much else) are regarded, by most of those comprising 
the West London congregation, as so utterly narrow and retrograde.

The current issue of the Contemporary Review, in its most valuable 
“World of Nations” section, publishes a document which claims close 
attention and gives mach food for thought. It is one of a series which 
the Review publishes indicative of “the kind of régime which was 
established by Koltchak in Siberia and by Denikin in South Russia.”

This 
journal is Denikin’s official organ, and Choulguine is, in addition to 
being Editor-in-Chief of the journal, also Minister without portfolio in 
Denikin’s Government. So that this infamous production is not the work 
of any casual or irresponsible writer, It Teveals a definite and pre- 
determined policy. 


“The Torture of the Terror.” 


- Here is the document as reproduced in the Contemporary Review. 


_ At night in the streets of Kiev a veritable terror reigns. In the 
midst of a death-like silence which hovers over the depopulated town, 
heartrending cries suddenly resound: it is the Jews who cry, who 
cry with fear. In the gloomy street appears a group of “men of the 
bayonets.” At their approach large buildings, of five or six storeys, 
begin to groan from top to bottom.

Will they understand what it means to excite one class 
against another, following the precepts of the great master, Karl 
Marx? Will they see that it is socialism from the heart of which 
sprang the Bolsheviks? Will they understand what the realisation 
of the demagogic principle means for Russia ? 

Will they understand what they must do to-day? Will those’ 
Jews who have taken part in riots be publicly cursed in the syna- 
gogues? Will the mass.of the Jewish population disowmthe founders |

It is sufficient to make our 
brothers, who have died in that cause, turn in the nameless graves that 
War has assigned to them! 


An Insidious Trap. 


But there is another and, in some senses, a more important aspect 
of this hideous production to which I desire to direct attention. It will 
be observed that the burden of Mr. Choulguine’s outburst is an appeal to 
Jews to dissociate themselves as a body from Bolshevism and Bolsheviks, 
to curse both the one and the other with bell and with book, making of 
the renunciation a solemn ceremony in the synagogue.

of their hatred of Bolshevism and their loathing of fellow-Jews who 
favoured the Bolshevist creed. $6 we can appreciate now the source from 
whieh the English Anti- Semites drew their inspiration and whence they | 
learnt the setting of their trap for British Jewry. For although the document 
for which Mr. Choulguine is responsible is not dated till as late as October 


last, we know that it interprets the policy of the anti-Bolshevist forces, so — 


far as Jews are concerned, which has been pursued all along. Alas! it 
cannot be said that British Jewry showed itself either as loyal or as 
far-seeing as did South Russian Jewry or that like .South - Russian 
Jewry it ignored the anti-Semitic snare, which was so artfully contrived 
for its undoing. Ten wise coreligionists—they were leaguers—allowed 
themselves through spite, malice, fanaticism, or wounded vanity, to 
become bereaved of their communal sense. They became transformed 
for the nonce into mere senséless noddles, and incontinently stumbled 
into the Morning Post pit-fall, the original plan for which was, we can\ 
now see, laid by the execrable blackguards thirsting for Jewish 
blood in the wake of Denikin’s progress in South Russia. Thus, day by 
day, the folly—or the treachery—(personally I strongly favour the former 
as an explanation)—of the Morning Posi letter and its genesis—of the 
manner in which it ministered to the hurt of “foreign” Jews whom 
the letter contemned—our poor, down-trodden, harrassed, war- -victimised 
people of Russia—is becoming unfolded. This damnable document, of 
which Denikin’s Minister was the author formsa valuable adjunct to 
the true and complete history of the infamous Morning Post letter. 

There is, of cOurse, the obvious thought that must occur to an yone read. 
ing this Choulguine document—how terrible it is to think that a great and 
free country like England has been feeding the fires of hatred and malice, 
of murder and loot, by the assistance it has given to Denikin’s campaign. 
For my part, I believe that it will be shown some day, that just as 
you cannot touch pitch without being defiled therewith, so no one 
has been able to touch this Russian campaign without becoming thickly 
imbrued in anti- Semitic propaganda. That, however, opens up a wider

“From the very beginning of the world-war meri Galicia has been an areg 
of the most terrible and sanguinary violence. The 750,000 Jews, who hav been 


. inhabitants of the country for centuries, at the very, first moment of the outireak * 


of, hostilities found themselves faced with & bitter aversion and hatred, arising 
from anti-Semitism. 

“The Moscovites, who first invaded Eastern Galicia, sent large numbers of 
peaceful citizens away to Siberia, where most of them have since died miserable 


| deaths. Then the Ukrainians wrought their anger upon the Galician Jo ‘Ws, 


because they had not sided with them against the Poles, the Jows having maintained 
a loyal neutrality. But anon came the Poles, and they inflieted upon the Jows 
dreadful pogroms, unmatched even by the cruelties of the Middle Ages.

For a civil struggle has been raging between Poles and 
Ukrainians and pogroms, constant and unceasing in their virulence, 
in progress. These little children are actually spending their lives in the day 
time in the streets, At night they are compelled to huddle into ghastly unier- 
ground cellars. For their homes have been either burnt down, or devastated, 
or plundered. Their fathers have died on the battlefield, or as prisoners ©! war 
in captivity, and—more terrible—have often and often been killed in pogroms 
im the very sight of their own children.

“There is no need to explain the value, the vital necessity of such a home, nor | 
the good work of which such a home is capable. Large numbers of these Jewish 
children who havevbeen orphaned by the war and the pogroms are already in | 
homes that have been founded by Jewish benefactors in the country. But the | 
cost of maintenance is.a tefribly heavy one which is impossible to be borne alone 
by those who have been hardest hit by the world-war, by the civil war and by the 
ruthless pogroms, 

“We are persuaded that the desertion. of these children would be a crime to 
our common Judaism, would bring disgrace to us Jews wherever we may be living, 
woald be creating thousands and thousands of possible additions to a population 
of thieves and roguesand vagabonds, of degraded creatures who would bring 
discredit upon the Jewish name,’as it would be an outrage upon every feeling of 
humanity, which the Jew cherishes. It would be a grave disservice to our non- 
Jowish fellow-eitizens of Europe. But the effect of such callousness would, we 
are convineed, recoil, as ‘we say, most heavily upon the Jewish people who will 
lave left this sink of iniquity to generate and diffuse its moral poison and 
consequent disease. | 

“We appeal, therefore, to the Jews and Jewesses of England to help these poor 

little orphans, these piteous*victrms of horrible conditions unmatched in the 
whole history of the war, to help them to the protection of love and care and 
home—to save them from the Gehenna which yawns before their opening lives.’ 


The Jewish Question te Rumania.. 


STATEMENT BY THE PRIME MINISTER. 


Mr. Vaida Voevod, the Prime Minister of Rumania, prior to his depar- 
ture from London on Tuesday, courteously granted an interview to a 
representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, in reference to the Jewish 
(Jnestion in Rumania. The interview was very brief, on account of 
other callers who were waiting to be received by His Excellency, among 
them a member of the Cabinet. : 3 

The Prime Minister handed to our representative a printed report of 
his statement of policy as given by him in the Chamber on the I7th 
December last, and pointed to that part of his statement which he 
devoted to the Jewish Question. The following is a translation :— 


In close connection with the question of minorities of race and 
of religion, one of the most discussed of this nature has been until 
recently the Jewish Question. I say “has been,” for the Decree-Law 
of 22nd May, 1919, has given a definitive solution to the problem of 
the naturalisation of the Jews, putting an end to the entire series of 
discontentments and misunderstandings which previously disturbed 
the relations between the Jews and the State. 

The ratification by the Legislative Bodies of laws corresponding 
with the fundamental principles of this Decree-Law, and which will 
be submitted to the deliberation and approbation of these Assemblies, 
must follow without delay. 

For the State there should not exist divers categories of citizens. 
The Rumanian people is distinguished by its spirit of large tolerance. 
In this respect. we can affirm without exaggeration, that it is not sur- 
passed by any other people. 


In the past, the relations between the Jews and the Rumanian .. 


population were characterised by a situation which was not fully 

satisfactory. This state of things did not derive its source from 

religious intolerance, but was due to reasons of an economic order 

- which have ceased’ to exist in consequence of the regulation of the 
agrarian question, and the adoption of universal suffrage, thanks to 
which the peasant elass is likewise politically emancipated. 

The Jews being henceforth attached to our sacred soil by equal 
rights and interests identical with our own, they have henceforward 
ceased to be foreigners. : 

Onr duty to all is toreceive them with confidence, just as it is 
their duty to themselves to approach us with the same and full confi- 
dence, so that all of us may contribute to the raising and development 
of the country, in the path of progress and of civilisation. 

His Excellency added that he was unable as yet to furuish details of 
the measures affecting the Jews to which reference is made in his speech. 
These details would be elaborated after he had diseussed. the subject with 
Jews in Rumania, just as he would discuss other matters with other 
sections of the population concerned in them. 

Mr. Voeved complains that the Jews are still disinclined to identify 
their interests with those of the State, and pleads that good will 
should @6xist on both sides. He considers that a farther drawback 
to an improvement in relations is the division of Jewry into three 
communities, and he feels that their organisation into one body 
must come from within,.a desideratum which is no easy matter of 
accomplishment. Discussing the situation of the Jews in the new 
provinces, who prior to their incorporation within the Rumanian 
State enjoyed the same rights as other nationalities, Mr. Voevod holds 
the view that their future will rest largely with themselves, according to 
the degree in which. they merge their interests in those of Rumania. 
Events are already moving in this direction. For instance, in Bessarabia, 
Jews haye been elected to the Senate, the Chamber of Deputies, and 
provincial and municipal bodies. The marked symptoms of Jewish good- 
will are most gratifying and encouraging, and tend to breed confidence 
in the future. For Rumanian statesmen have not failed to note that, 
wherever the Jews are willing to identify their interests with those of the 
State where they reside, they make excellent citizens and patriots. A 
study of :Jewish.conditions -in-the neighbouring states would, in Mr. 
Voevod’s opinion, show that nowhere are Jewish life, property, and rights 
better secured than in Greater Rumania.

The Aliens 
A Humane Provision. 


From Mr. ISAAC LANDAU, 4, Brabant Court, E.C. 


[To THe Eprror.] 


 Srr,—I deem it. right to state that the Aliens Restrictions (Amendment) 

Act, 1919, contains one humane’ provision which ought to be generally known, 
as it'is of vital importance to the persons thereby affected. : 

Sub-section 4 of Section 10 provides as follows :—‘* Where any formerenemy 


|. alien, formerly resident in the United Kingdom, and having a British Born Wife 


or a British Born Child under the age of sixteen still resident in the United 
‘Kingdom, applies within three months from the passing of this Act to the Secretary 
of State for permission:to land in the United Kingdom, the Secretary of State 
shall refer the application to the Advisory Committee ‘constituted under the last. 
foregoing Section of this Act, and if that Committee recommends that he be 
permitted to land, he shall be so permitted, and the requirement of this Section 
that permission to remain in the United Kingdom shall be limited to a period of 
three months shall not apply.” . 

As this Act received the Royal Assent on December 23, 191), the last day for 
applying is March 23,1920, and therefore it is imperative that all applications. 
should be lodged on or before the last-mentioned date. | 

Applications should be addressed in writing to: 

‘State, Home Office, Whitehall. “Applicants may rely that their cases will receive 
just and fair consideration at the hands of the Advisory Committee. | 


To make one point quite clear, the sub-section will apply not only to the case 


of a British Born Wife, but even to a wife of Allied, Neutral or Enemy birth, 
in cases where any such person has a British born child under sixteen still resident-

evening. Chazan Sirota, who was assisted by a choir, read the 


Evening Service, concluding with Zl Molé Rachamim, and a magni- 
ficently rendered Adon Olam. | | 
Mr, Morris MYER presided, ‘and welcomed Sir Stuart Samuel. He 
said that since the days of Sir Moses Montefiore, no English Jew had 
evoked’so much sympathy and respect among Hastern Jews. 
Sir SruART SAMUEL, who.was received with prolonged cheers, said 


that by profession he was’a ‘schnorrer, (Laughter). ‘He hai been a 
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whnorrer all his life. But he had never appealed for assistanve with 
nore heartfelt conviction than he implored them to help our greviously 
tricken brethren in Poland and the Ukraine. He had gone to Poland and 
yisited the chief cities —Cracow, Lemberg, Pinsk, Lida, Vilna, and various 
pthers. He had been able to make himself acquainted with the position 
of our brethren, and he assured them that if it had not been for the con- 
stant stream of assistance that flowed from Great Britain and the United 
Btates, our brethren would have died from starvation by the thousand. 
They could form no idea from hearsay of what the conditions were 
in that country, nor from the reports which reached us from time 
to time. With that feeling for helping the weak which had always 
characterised the great people of this great Empire, the Government had 
decided to send a mission to enquire into the conditions of our brethren. 
(Chcers.) His office—the office of the Mission—was rather like the office 
ef a Beth Din. There was a constant stream of people from 8 o'clock in 
the morning till 5 o'clock in the evening coming ask for assistance of 
‘all sorts. Many of them came with Ecclesiastical questions that he did 
‘pot feel himself quite competent to answer. (Laughter.) One woman 
wanted to go to England to get chalitzah and could not get a passport. 
When he explained that nobody else could go in her place the English 
authorities gave the woman a passport. (Cheers.) Others who had 
unfortunately lost their relatives in the war or the massacres, wished to 
join their relatiyes in England who, living in a happier land and better 
conditions, were willing to take their stricken relatives if they could be 
allowed to come. The British authorities in Warsaw received sympa- 
thetically all the suggestions he made to them, and he comé st be too 
grateful to the British Consul and the British Military Mission for the 
kindness they showed in assisting these poor stricken people to join their 
relatives here. Our brethren had suffered grievously and severely in Poland. 
In Lida he was told of a Jew who first of all was robbed of 120,000 
-poubles—all he possessed—which he had in the house, and immediately 
afterwards he and his son were shot by soldiers in the open street. 
{*Shame!”) On other occasions he was told of cases where our brethren 


,had-been shot in circumstances of such barbarity as one would not . 


‘ have believed possible in any civilised country. When the Polish soldiers 
‘came into Lemberg they went into the Jewish quarter and attacked the 
Jews indiscriminately. Unfortunately, in the immediate neighbourhood 
-‘-was a petroleum store, which they”broke open, and they then used the 
barrels of petrol to set fire to the Jewish houses. As the Jews fled 
from the houses in order to escape from the flames, they were shot down 
in cold blood, in the streets of Lemberg. (Shame, Shame.) Here and there 

Jews were massacred quite independently of the larger massacresof:-which 
they had been informed. When it was said that the reports of these 
massacres had been exaggerated, as indeed in many cases they had been, 
he replied that if one Jew was massacred it was one too many.

JEWISH EDUCATION. 


INTERESTING DEBATE. 


A debate on Jewish Education, organised by the West End Jewis, 
Literary Society, was held last Sunday in the Vestry Room of the New 
West End Synagogue. Dr. A. EICHHOLZ presided, | 

Mr. 8. H. EManuet, K.C., in his opening remarks, pointed out that 
he spoke on the difficult subject of religious education because ho felt itg 
importance so keenly. The future of our Judaism depended on it, and ig 
that future was to be safeguarded, the subject would have to receive g 
deal of attention. But the main question was—did the parents require 
such education for their children? and if so, how did they manifest that 
desire? Religion, after all, was a matter of conscience, and the meaning 
of conscience was not often understood. It was the duty of parents to 
watch personally the religious education of their offspring, and if they 
were unable to impart it themselves, to see that if was given in the 


correct spirit and in a proper,manner. He deprecated the introductioy 
of any English into the service ‘of the synagogue. Hebrew was our — 


language of prayer—it was the language in which God spoke to 


our ancestors—and that should be the tongue in which we Jews 


should pray. No other language appealed to him as prayer, 
however beautiful the words or the sentiment expressed. If people were 
unable to follow the. Hebrew prayers, the products of such ripe scholars ag 
were our old Rabbonim, the authors, the remedy wasin their own hands 


- —Jet them learn Hebrew. To enable this to be done in the case of every 
Jewish child in the future, irrespective of its social position, was one of 


the-premier aims of the Jewish Memorial Committee, whose promoters 
placed religious education in the forefront of its objects. He believed in 
the teaching of Hebrew at a very early age, so that the children could 


become familiar with the prayers in their original form. He carried this _ 


into practice very effectually with his own children, who received their 
lessons from his wife and himself. Trained. and qualified teachers must 
be provided for the community, and the positions of those who undertook 
this all-important work must be secure and freed from financial worry, 


- ‘This was another plank in the great scheme in memory of those who gave 


up their lives in the recent war; and those who helped to forward these 
worthy objects would strengthen our religion and revive the true spirit of 
Judaism. | 


* Mr, Isaac GOLDSTON declared himself in entire agreement with all 


_ that Mr. Emanuel had said, but what specially appealed to him was Mr. 


Emanuel’s strong objection to the introduction of the vernacular into the 
synagogue services, or to any alteration whatever in the time-honoured 
services.

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JEWISH RELIGIOUS UNION. 


WEST CENTRAL BRANCH. 


A public meeting was held on Sunday last atthe Pulteney School, 
Peter Street, Soho, under the auspices of the above section of the Union. 
Mr, CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE presided. 

The proceedings began with the singing by Miss Alice Mandeyille of 
Beethoven's “ Prayer.” 

Mr. MONTEFIORE said that the meeting was called because the 
religious situation in thecommunity had many pointsand elementsof gravity 
and seriousness, and even sadness, at the present time. That condition was 
partly due to the difficulties of modern life and: modern environment, but 
also partly due to various intellectual doubts as to the question of the literal 
truth of all the Bible stories, or miracles, and so on. It was not seen 
in only one state of society, or in only one part of London. It was in 
alk classes and in all distriets. There were people 
religionless, who rarely entered any synagogue, who rarely prayed, 
rarely read the Bible, and for whom Judaism as a religion was almost 
non-existent. Various suggestions had been adopted for the healing of 
this malady and the bettering of this unfortunate condition of affairs. 
There was the answer of Jewish Orthodoxy. In spite of any attacks 
which might be made upen him, there were few English Jews in London, 
who had worked harder for Orthodox Judaism than he had. Certain 
persons: said they must revivify orthodoxy by a great insistence upon 
what they called the national idea in Judaism. He was not going to 
discuss the national eleémentin Judaism. But he wanted tosay this: that 
he was ready to assume, for the sake of argument, that the national idea 
was right, and good and: true. 
religious malady a non-religious—he did not say an anti-religious, but a 
non-religious—remedy. A merely political idea, however true it might be, 
however justifiable it might be, however glorious it might be—he was not 
disputing it might be all those things—could not be applied to: remedy a 
religious malady. Asa matter of fact, they knew there was a very large 
number of Zionists, honest, keen, enthusiastic, sincere men and women, 
who were entirely alienated from Judaism. That. showed him very con- 
clusively that the political idea in itself could not help a religious malady. 

Rabbi ISRAEL 1. MATTUCK then addressed the meeting on the subject: 
“Do we want Jewish Children to remain in the Brotherhood?” 

Councillor MARK LEVY spoke on; “ How is Liberal Judaism related

My DEAR COUSIN,’ 

Listening to a sermon recently by one of our younger ministers o), 
the authority of the Bible, I was led to reflect on the problem of Bible 
reading. Do we Jews read the Bible? The young preacher, as is nsya) 
with his fraternity, upbraided the congregation for never opening its 
pages. It seemed to me a sweeping statement. . It seemed to me that 
on the whole Jews are as acquainted with the Bible as are non-Jews, 
There are some Christians who know the Bible extremely well. Are tiore 
not many Jews of whom the same may be said? Butsis the great 
majority of professed Christians really versed in that magnificent litera: ));<.

Authorised Version. This practice made me acquainted with many of |!

that prophet, not in selections, but from the beginning to the end, 

One day I came into contact with a member of the small sect 
Christadelphians, J found him well versed in the Bible, and enquired how 
he came to know it so-intimately. His reply was trite enough: he r 
the Bible. But more than that: he read the Bible daily, and 
according to a plan. That plan he gave me. It was a printed table o! 
readings from the Bible for each day in the year, for which three portion-~ 
were assigned. One commenced with Genesis, the second with ¢! 
Psalms, and the third with the New Testament. My youthful ardow 
was fired; I resolved to begin at once, and for three years Lread regularly 
my daily portion of the Bible, thus going through the whole collection of 
books between January and December, The daily exercise did not take 
up much time, and from the first I came to love it. It was an 
education in itself. . The sonorous prose, the majestic verse, the 
propetic sermons, the wisdom of the proverbs, the tragedy of Job, 
the simplicity of Ruth all must have had their influence for good 
on my growing mind. I will say nothing of the value of having formed 


large a plan and of haying carried it out successfally. But 


I will say that to steep oneself in literature so good cannot but be of 
inestimable educational value. Nor did I find that my love of tlie 
Authorised Version made me disinclined to drink of the original. | On the 
contrary, I found my acquaintance with the English Bible at once a spu 
and a necessity to read the Hebrew. It was not long before I was at 
work with the Introductions, Conmmentaries, and Helps. | 

But this is my own personal experience. Possibly I was fortunate. 
Possibly, too, I was what is termed scholarly inclined. But what of the 
average Jew and Jewess? Are they. given opportunities for becoming 
familiar with the Bible? 

I fear the answer must be in the negative, and I think a great 
deal might be done by the parents to.mend this unsatisfactory 
state of affairs. I recollect, many years ago, going to spend Friday 
evening with a Jewish family, the culture of whose home was 
apparent at. the first glance. I was struck by the. fact that. before 
the Kiddush the father read out aloud one or two appropriate passages 
from the Bible in English. Is not this a custom worth imitating? In the 


course of a year childrén {and adults; too) would have’ an opportunity of - 


hearing a respectable amount of the Bible read out in this way. Some 
passages. might become old friends. I am thinking of the eleventh 
chapter of Isaiah, or the twenty-third or fifteenth Psalm; or the vision o! 
the Dead Bones in Ezekiel. | : 

Here let me say that E am of those who believe that Jews should know 


- the Bible in the original, should be able to read and understand it, should — 


be able to recite it by heart. No saerifice is toogreat to achieve this end. 
no effort unworthy for its consummation. But this somewhat arduous 


. toil need not interfere with the delectable pleasure of reading the Bible 


in the vernacular. I go so far as to say that to know the Bible in the 


_ Authorised. or Revised version, to read it constantly, to love it, is an 


excellent preparation for knowing the Hebrew original. 

Now for a recommendation. The whole Bible is too bulky to carry 
about. Therefore I make'a point of getting pocket editionsof the different 
books, and my favorites are the seriesin the Modern Reader’ s Bible for whic! 
Moulton.is responsible. (They are published by Macmillans). The text i- 
neat, the binding pleasant to handle, and the size of each volume is just 
fitted for the pocket. As for the Bibleasa whole, I am very fond of the 
American Jewish translation:’ The print-is admirably clear; the paper « 
joy to touch, and the translation eminently satisfactory.

PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 

The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the religion classes 
was held on Sunday in the Synagogue Classrooms. Mr. ROBERT WALEY 
COHEN presided, and Mrs. Frank Joseph (to whom a bouquet was pre- 
sented) distributed the prizes in the absence, through indisposition, of 
Mrs. Waley Cohen. 

A report of: the work of the classes, submitted by Dayan H. M. 
LAZARUS, M.A., statesin part :— | 

The four years that had: elapsed. since the last distribution had been 
extremely trying, educationally, both for teachers and pupils. The classes were 
now much smaller and the average age was lower. With the younger children, 
twas hoped to rear up a new, healthy generation of Hebrew scholars, but that 
ope could not seriously: be expected to be fully realised on one day’s teaching a 
week, even under the finest educational intluences. He would appeal to the 
narents not to play with the fature of their children .but to have the teaching 
wicreased or supplemented. A few months ago, the Board of Management had 
heen approached to consider a scheme for extending Hebrew education in the 


neighbourhood. A suggestion was made to open up one or more additional centres, | 


swith the active participation and co-operation of neighbouring institutions, syna- 
sogues, etc. Thequestion.of housing and. the shortage of teachers were a serious 
obstacle. The principle.of co-operation as a means of extending Hebrew studies 
and Jewish learning ought to receive careful attention in the near future, 
especially from the Jewish War Memorial. The sad fact remained that Jewish 
education ‘was languishing in many = districts, and, to his sore regret, 
Brondesbury was one of: them. If their children knew not Hebrew they 
were left at the mercy of strangers. The direct method employed in 
teaching the lower classes had proved successful. The Education Committee 
were deeply grateful to the devoted Hon. Secretary (Miss A. Rains) and to Mr. 
José Magnus for their work at the classes... The number of children on the roll 
was ninety-five with‘an average attendance of sixty-three. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the very interesting report of their beloved 
Minister left him very little to say. It was a great disappointment 
for him that Mrs. Cohen could not be present, but his sister, Mrs. Frank 
Joseph, had kindly taken her place. In his opinion, Brondesbury was 
not the place to give an address on the importance of religious education, 
for its significance was deeply felt there and understood. He had 
attended many functions of that kind, but he knew that in Brondesbury 
they had a' Minister whose.whole life was bound up with the 
cause he had so much at heart, and to whose splendid efforts 
the sueeess achieved was due. There was no doubt that when 
1 congregation possessed a Minister who was keen, religion flourished. 
Brondesbury. was already showing examples to other congregations. The 
cnth@siasm for Judaism which characterised the lives of their ancestors 
must be handed down to future generations. There must be a keen- 
ness for Jewish education and religious teaching. 
munal Seheme, would place on a sound footing the true religious life of 
the country, a worthy and fitting memorial both to the brave and to their 
Ancestors of the past. The time devoted to religious education at the Bron- 
desbury Classes, and at other similar classes, was limited, and he would 
appeal to the parents to carry on that most necessary work in‘the home 

and thus help. a. thousandfold. the efforts of. the teachers. Judaism 
demanded not only. a knowledge of their faith but of their wonderful 
history. Te-be.a Jew meant not only a belief in the oneness of God but 

- to feel part of a great brotherhood. The whole welfare of the future of 
the Jewish Community rested with the parents. He hoped every pupil 
would learn diligently the great traditions and ideals, the great roots in 
history which gave strength to Jewry in the history of the world. They 
must safeguard themselves. against the so-called secular movements of 
progress and reform which were passing through the Community at 
that moment. .If such secular ideals were illumined by the great and 
permanent -beliefs for the foundation of the Jewish religion the better 
forces they ‘would-be for the permanency of the world. [ Cheers.)

THE Report of the Brito-Jewish Delegation at the Peace Conference,

Russia was our loyal ally, and Rumania was a possible ally, 
In these circumstances, the public raising of the Jewish question 
- could only tend to create controversies with the Governments of those . 
countries, and this might have weakened their whole-hearted Military 
co-operation with their Western Allies. The Conjoint Committee tej; 
that it was their duty at all costs to avert such a misfortune. Never. } 
theless, with the concurrence of his Majesty’s Government, they i 
made private efforts from time to time to obtain a mitigation of the U 
sufferings of the Russian Jews, especially in connection with the 
visits to London of the Imperial Minister of Finance, Mr. Bar, 
These efforts resulted in August, 1915, in certain notable concessions | 
Unfortunately, their practical effect was scarcely perceptible, and the. | | 


which has just been issued, is a document which will rank as one of the 
memorable records in the annals of modern Jewry. The Report (dated 
January Ist, 1920) is signed by Sir Stuart Samuel (President of the Board of 
Deputies), Mr. C. G. Montefiore (President of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion), Messrs. H. S. Q. Henriques and Joseph Prag, and Mr. Lucien Wolf 
as Secretary. It describes in lucid language the negotiations which 
the Joint Foreign Committee have been carrying on with the 
Peace Conference at Paris, with the object of “promoting adequate 
measures for the emancipation of the Jews in all countries where they 
still labour under political, civil, and economic disabilities.” It likewise 


sets forth the ultimate and successful outcome of those negotiations. 


ill-treatment of the Jews, especially in the war zone, became worse 
than ever. It was, however, only when this ill-treatment was found 
to be reacting unfavourably on the cause of the Entente Powers jp 
neutral countries, and especially in America, that the Comnnittee 
departed from its reserve. 

As aconsequence the Committee were invited in June, 1916, to place

joint Committee ever since the Congress of Berlin in 1878, which, among 
other things, attempted to settle the vexed question of Rumania’s treat- 
‘ment of her Jewish population. ae ae 


At that time the Jewish communities of Russia, Rumania, the 
Balkan States and the Ottoman Empire, in common with other racial 
and religious minorities, suffered under severe civil and political 
disabilities, and were at times even subject to brutal persecutions. 
The Congress of Berlin, following the example of other high inter- 
national Assemblies, sought a remedy for this lamentable situatiun. 
Acting on the well-established principle that the Concert of Europe 
is responsible for the good government of States created or enlarged 
by its authority, it inserted in the Treaty which issued from its 
deliberations Articles making the recognition of the independence of 
Rumania, Serbia, Bulgaria and Montenegro, and the autonomy of 
Eastern Roumelia, dependent on the adoption by those States of laws 
securing civil and religious liberty and equality to all their subjects. 
A similar provision was accepted by Turkey, although she had not 
been either created or enlarged by the Congress; but in the case of 
Russia its application was found impracticable, and even the cession

These stipulations were accepted and executed without demur by 
all the States concerned exceptone. Rumania raised difficulties, and 


a long diplomatic struggle ensued. Owing to dissensions among the 
Great Powers, a compromise was eventually agreed upon with her by 
which she was allowed to fulfil her obligations gradually, but without 


any time-limit. She never fulfilled them. 


Thus two European Jewish questions still remained unsolved— 
the Kussian and the Rumanian. They constituted, however, the 


major partof the problem as it had existed previously to the Congress - 


of Berlin, for the Jews affected numbered at the time upwards of 


4,000,000, of whom 3? millions were in Russia. 


So that in attempting to find solutions for these questions the Con- 


| joint Committee were confronted by political difficulties of a very formid- 


able kind. In Russia they were virtually helpless, while Rumania was 
successfully evading her treaty obligations by resorting to a subterfuge. 
She proceeded to declare her own native.Jews to be foreigners, and so 
made their acquisition of civil and political rights dependent upon 


naturalisation, which was very rarely granted. 


The re-opening of the Eastern Question in 1908 furnished an oppor- 
tunity of ventilating the grievances of the Rumanian Jews, and from that 
time onwards the Conjoint Committee were ‘constantly bringing the 
matter before the attention of His Majesty’s Government. Encouraged 
by the sympathetic attitude of the Foreign Secretary (Sir Edward Grey), 


the Committee took care to provide: . 


Against any repetition of the evasion of the clauses as contrived 
by Rumania, and on March 12, 1914, proposed that in any reaffirma-

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE.] 


“HOW LONG ?’—I. 

«Also I heard the voice of the Lord, saying, whom shall I send, and who will ao 
for us? Then said I, HereamI; send me. And he said, Go and tell this people, 
near ye indeed, but understand not ; and see you indeed, but perceive not. Make the 
eart of this people fat, and make their ears heavy, and shut their eyes; lest they see 
with their eyes, and hear with their ears, and understand with their heart. and turn 
ugain and be healed. Then said 1, Lord, how long ?’—Isaiah vi., 8-11. 

In the experiences of Isaiah here related we have the typicalexample 
of the prophetic call. We see how the call arrives and seizes on the 
prophet suddenly—in some dark hour generally, as when King Uzziah 
died; when the world seems to have lost its glory, and all is passing away. 
Then itis that the blackness is riven and the gleam of the lightning 
Hashes. There shines before him a light towards which he is travelling, 
and at the same time the darkness through which he walks thickens 
down into a yet blacker darkness. He sees his hope, but he sees also his 
peril, and he sees both under the same illuminating force; and the hope 
is very far and the peril is close. | 
pre-eminently it was with Isaiah on the day when he saw the Lord high 
_and lifted up, and His glory filled the house, and the doorposts shook in 
the smoke, and Seraphim cried to Seraphim, and he saw the King, the 
Lord of Hosts. Everything happened at once, with a rapidity that was 


instantaneous. There was §$first the vision of the glory, and 
then the immediate recoil of the man _ upon himself: ‘Woe 
is me! I am a man of unclean lips!” And then the immediate 


release of {the man from himself. The angel flew with the live coal 
And 


from the altar and touched his lips: and lo! he was clean. 
now in the splendour of his purity his entire manhood flings itself into the 
passion of vocation and the glory of dedication. God has called him: 


“Whom shall I send?” and the man, robed with sudden brightness, . 


replies; “‘Here am I, send me.” What may it not mean for him, the 
eager soul straining forward towards his task? What may he not 
achieve as he bears the glorious news of a living God to His people ?. -Can 
there be any joy like his joy, which will fill his days with the splendour 
of dedication? Already he sees it before it has begun. It is this: ‘Go 
and tell this people, Hear ye indeed, but understand not, see ye indeed, 
but perceive not. Make the heart of this people fat; make their ears 
heavy, and shut their eyes, lest they see with their eyes, and hear with 
their ears, and understand with their heart, and turn again and be 
healed.”

| A BLIND WALL OF OBSTRUCTION. | 
It is so fixed and strong that there is nothing to be done against it. The 
passion of the prophet goes for nought. It breaks up against this wall as 
a wave against the immobility of sand. In helpless impotence, the water 
that had come sweeping along in towering weight, ready to carry all 
- before it, slides back beaten, to hide its failure in the dumb sea. There 
is nothing to be done. It is useless to shout if ears be closed. No vision 
of glory can kindle eyes that are shut. What appeal can one make to 
hearts that are too gross to be stirred, and have no faculties wherewith to 
understand? The louder one shouts, the faster the ears are shut. 
Against every revival of effort the resistance hardens and stiffens 
through sheer instinct of self-preservation. The prophet may 
break his heart, but the people will not even know that 
it is broken. They will feel nothing, recognise nothing; they 
will simply go on as before. The solid block of confirmed 
habit will shut them in as in prison-house: And _ this 


was to be the bitter result to Isaiah of being sent by God. 


And worse; he was to find that it was his own message which deepened 
the damage. It would be at the sound of his cry in the street that the 
ears of his hearers would close up yet faster. It would be at his presence 
that their eyes would shut themselves down with a new power of 
persistence. Strange! this density, this dumb deadness, this lack of 
comprehension, this stolid indifference, this impenetrability! that shuts 
up at the touch of the Divine message just us some strange creatures on 
the seashore withdraw their tentacles and feelers at our touch, and 
disappear into the silence of their shells. Nothing can now get at them, 
_ortempt them forth into the open. If we had not touched they would 
still be open and visible. It was the touch that was fatal So with the 
prophetic message. . Till it came to them men were not impossible. 
They seemed to have ears open to good news, and eyes that could see 
what came before them. But at the sound of the message a weird 
fatality overtakes them. They shrink,’ withdraw, hide, disappear. 
| THE MESSAGE ITSELF | | 

is the cause, it works its own failure. It creates the repugnance which 
blocks its advance. Wherever it travels the obstruction forms, the 
resistance grows, the stubbornness stiffens, and this dismal experience is 
to be the issue of that prophetic vocation into which Isaiah had flung all 
lis soul. He had said so freely and gladly, “ Here am I; send me!” And 
how he finds himself to be the very instrument through which man’s 
threatened revolt is quickened into activity. He is to see no other 
reward for hig labours but a reinforced opposition. His unfailing reward 
is to disclose and discover the worst that there isin man. “Goto this 
people, and by the very force of your efforts to save them intensify their 
ruin. Make their hearts fat, stop their ears, close their eyes. Be yourself 
the reason why that which you desire for them cannot be achieved—lest 
they should come to perceive and know, and see and understand.” Is 
not this part of the experience of every prophet, every teacher, every 
minister of religion? If man is free, then of sheer necessity, divine

THE GREAT COMMUNAL SCHEME 


WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 


ORGANISED SUPPORT REFUSED. 


A meeting of members of the West London Synagogue was held on Sunday 
to consider the question of appointing 4 Committee to organise support for the 
War Memorial. Mr. H. 8. Q. Henriques presided, 

The CuaiRMAN reminded the meeting that the Synagogue had appointed 
delegates on the Council of the War Memorial, reserving freedom of action in the 
event of any proposals being put forward which were inconsistent with the objects 
of the congregation. He welcomed Mr. R. Watery Conen, who was present by 
invitation. 

Mr. R. Wary ConeEn said he felt that the time was propitious for uniting 
together of all the forces of Judaism in this country. Everyone felt that the 
policy of rift and schism which had marred the history of Anglo-Jewry in recent 
years was a dangerous one and was thoroughly bad for the future of the 
Community, and that the time had come when all should combine to put an end 
to it. The Community was surrounded by dangers from without and within, and 
this was not the time when they should indulge in their particular prejudices 
and make it difficult to co-operate together. It was with the internal dangers 
that the War Memorial was chiefly concerned—the danger that the Jewish 
Community here might lose its spiritual ideal and succumb to an engulfing 
materialism. He dilated on the objects of the War Memorial as a means of 
combating this danger, and he believed that its principles would appeal to the 
menibers of their congregation. When the time came for settling details, he 
hoped that the West London Synagogue might carry in their counsels the weight 
which their historic position in Anglo-Jewry entitled them to command. 

Mr. QO. E. D’AvigporR GOLDsMID moved that a Committee be appointed to 
organise support for the Memorial. He said that the Memorial must appeal to 
all educated Jews to whom religious education was real. They should not 
consider merely what special benefits they would receive from the scheme, but 
consider the interests of the Community as a whole. : | 

Sir EpwaArD STERN seconded the motion, which, he said, was designed to put 
an end to the Community being broken up into small sections. They wanted 
their Rabbis trained here instead of abroad, and they wished to put an end to the 
terrible starvation wages which were paid to the ministry. : 

P. S. WaLEY moved 'the following amendment :— 
That the members of the West London Synagogue of British Jews, 
while approving the objects of the Jewish War Memorial, viz., the provision 
of religious education and the raising of the status of the Ministry, do 
withhold any organised support of the Memorial until they have examined 
and approved the detailed proposals for carrying these objects into effect. -. 

He urged them to examine the details closely, but not to attach themselves 
blindly to these proposals. He pointed out that the amendment prevented no 
individual member of the Synagogue from contributing to the Memorial if he so 

: Speaking on the 
question of religious education, he said they should see that facilities were given 
for the teaching of the essential truths of our faith together with the study of the 
Scriptures involved, without this necessitating the inculcation of a hard and fast 
Turning again to the 
‘Scheme, Mr. Waley then said that one could not help feeling that among the most 
ardent advocates of the proposals were some at least that resembled those zealous 
Zionists who would send their relatives to Palestine while remaining comfortably 
at home themselves in the country of their birth, [Mr. L. J. GReensere: “ That 
is nonsense.’’] That some who preached Traditionalism, while honouring it 
themselves more in the breach than the observance, were closely connected with 


~ the War Memorial he did not for a moment impute to any insincerity on their 


’ Mr. Artaur STIEBEL, in seconding the amendment, said he feared that the 
Traditionalism referred to in the Memorial Scheme meant “ Orthodoxy.” They 
required more evidence as to the real intentions of the scheme before they joined it. 
Mr. F. C. Stern, M.C., O.B.E., Capt. Leon FreepMAN and Mr. B. I. Berisna 
warmly supported the motion, which was opposed by Mr. Basi. HENRIQUES and 
Mr. King HAMILTON. 
The closure having been carried, the amendment was carried by 35 to 29.

manifestations cannot be made without giving him, without forcing upon 

him, a moral judgment.

Therefore he is convinced that the real and ultimate revelation 

has yet to be made. Reason and imagination refuse to stop short at the 

present condition of human nature. They have more faith than to

The CHAIRMAN. announced that full agreement had been reached

A Plea for Unity not Uniformity. 


From Mrs. LEWIS-BARNED, 3, Sussex Square, Hyde Park, W. 
(TO THE EDITOR. | 

Sir,—It oecurs to me that, though sufficient may have been said at 
the meeting held at the Upper Berkeley Street Synagogue on Sunday last, 
to warrant no further discussion on the subject of the Jewish War 
Memorial, several points were either not sufficiently emphasized oy 
passed entirely unnoticed. And, in case you have room in your columns 
for these remarks, I send you my observations now, as it seemed 
after such lengthy speeches from the supporters of the scheme, 
and from those who wished to be dissociated from. their coreligionists 
in the memorial to be dedicated to Jews fallen in the Great War, that there 
was not time for many observations from other members present. 

One of the speakers found fault with the name of “Jewish War 


-Memorial” as not sufficiently memorialising the object in question, but 


he remarked that the settlement in the East End, being run ‘in connec. 
tion with the Reform Synagogue was a suitable memorial. I see the 
point of any Rabbinical or - Biblical teaching not being literally a 
reminder of the horrors of war; but I fail to see in what way a work, 
estimable in itself, and doubtless far more estimable in its results, if it 
were confined to social improvements, and not encroaching on religious 
matters—probably not even well understood by its promoters—isa ty pica! 
memorial in preference to that chosen by a representative body of Jews. 

However, it seems that the name of “Jewish War Mémorial” is singu- 


_ larly apt, as being a distinct memorial of “ War among the Jews,” and a 


very unnecessary and unpleasant source of discord. The name is thus 
well given, and doubtless did in this meaning appeal to many of the 
speakers present last Sunday. In the sense in which it should appeal it 
was apparently not to be tolerated by the small majority of the members 
present—that is, as a memorial of the Jews, by the Jews, to the Jews. 


- Burely, when originally named, this is what was intended. 


Are we, when we meet fellow-Jews of the Empire, who might visit 
England, and ask about our Jewish War Memorial—those of us who 


belong to one of the Reform Synagogues in London—to reply: “ No, not 


our Jewish Memorial ; we did not ally ourselves to the war memorial.” 

‘Should we not feel ashamed to put ourselvesin such a position as to be 
able to be taunted with: “Are you not Jews ? Are we mistaken’? We are 
referring to the Jewish War Memorial.” ‘Oh yes!” would be the reply: 
“We are Jews: that is, not Christians: but not really Jews: that is, not 
entirely Jews: thatis! . . .” Well! whatare-we? One can hardly 
tell when coming away from a meeting such as that which took place on 
Sunday. 


‘Surely all Jews should join in a memorial known s as the “Jewish War 


' Memorial,” or it loses its designation entirely, its beauty of conception, 


its unison, its sense of communal feeling, its fellowship. 


7 Why must the Jews with a liberal name be more marrow, petty and — 
mind-bound, or what the French call “ bornés ” than the so-called orthodox 


Jews? Did any Jew who fell on any front get a different burial from his 
brother-Jew? Did he get different religious treatment from any Jewis) 
chaplain? Was he asked, before receiving help, to which Jewish section he 
belonged ? Did he wear on his identification disc “‘ Reform” or “Liber:!” ©! 
Portuguese” or “German” (thismighthave led to miseonception) or Ortho- 
dox” or“ Unorthodox” Jew? No! Hewasadew or he wasnotadew. {here 
is no half-way or quarter-way. There was not before:the war, and there 
cannot be after the war. Either a Jew or not a Jew-—-and there it begins 
and there it mustend. Our chaplains were Jews or Church of EF ngland 
or Roman Catholics ; they were not labelled as different kinds of Jew ish 


chaplains. 


The older sections of the’ Jews are tolerant enough to invite the 
dissenters—thote who have tried, and are stitetrying; to the one 
race and religion-into little seocts—to join them in one fine, grand scheme. 
The dissenters—the small sect—are arrogant enough-—I might almost say 
impudent enough—to cry off from their, originators;.and why? »° 
apparent reason except love of quarrel.and dack of perception o! te 
beauties of unity and the power and strength of union.

I know there are ministers—not many, but still they exist—who say 
that the Reform'synagogue was founded by those who' ceased to hold the 
..me beliefs as the members of the so-called Orthodox or United Syna- 
_ogue. But even such ministers, few as they may be, must have been 


ined, and new ones must continue to be taught the Bible as it is written, 


and Rabbinical laws and the groundwork of the Jewish faith before they 
cin become ministers of ultra-advanced or ultra-liberal synagogues. 

With such fanatics, who talk of selling themselves to the Chief Rabbi, 
it is futile to attempt an argument; though perhaps such fanatics might 
do well to effect such a sale (if it were a binding one) to save themselves 
{yom a worse bargain. 

I understand that the proposal to join the Jewish War Memorial has 
not been refused by the members of the West London Synagogue of 
Bi itish Jews, but the consideration of such a unison has been postponed 
(iil further details of the scheme can be given. This being so, let us hope 

that the whole of Jewry of the Empire will be fully represented in the 
Memorial of the Jews—not a divided part of the Community.

Orthodoxy permeats all oa 
tations of life, uplifting and elevating them. 

Some object to Orthodoxy on the ground that it cannot, they say, be 
brought into harmony with modern culture. By stating this they only 
show. that they understand neither’ Judaism nor modern culture. 
If modern culture means to them a life, in which man is actuated 
merely by materialistic views, of course then ‘Orthodoxy is ‘opposed 
to modern culture, because it is the holy task of Judaism to counter- 


It was high time that 


act the materialistic tendencies which undermine not only all religious” 


and moral life but also true happiness. Butif modern culture means a 
mind enlightened by objective science and a refined heart, averse to all 
evil and susceptible to the good and the noble, then Judaism is in ‘porfect 
harmony with that of true culture. 

There are others that assert that there is adiscord between the charac- 
teristics of a ‘‘ gentleman” and those of an Orthodox Jew. While they 
attribute all noble qualities’to the former, they deny them to the latter, 
in utter forgetfulness of the fact, that there is no lofty idea that could 
oecur to the human mind, or noble sentiment that could stir the human 
heart, of which a true Jew would not be possessed. They forget that our 
age, in spite of its progress, has hardly taken even the first steps towards

The Organisation .of Observant Traditional Jews has not only 
contrived an ideal scheme, but. also laid a solid foundation, on which 
the ideal structure is to be reared. This foundation is the rule in the 
constitution of the Organisation that all matters to be undertaken by the 
Organisation, when touching religion, must be submitted to a Council, to 
whom the final decision is entrusted. But will not an organisation, the 
aim of which is the promotion of strict Orthodoxy, create dissension, 
strife, and cause a split within the Community at a time, when faced by 
a thousand problems to be solved, we need perfect unity? Our Organi- 
sation will promote true unity, which is also the ideal of the prophet. 
All characteristic features differentiating the nations from one another 
will not, it is predicted, entirely vanish in the Messianic age.. Perfect 
uniformity will not, it is anticipated, prevail among mankind. The 
different characteristics marking the nations will continue to exist, for — 
they are the most.needed stimulus for all real progress. They are 
awakening energetic life and forcing out latent powers. The Prophet 
therefore says: “The wolf and the lamb shall dwell together.” The 
nations will retain their nature even in the Messianic time. But owing 
to the higher knowledge and the deeper iasight into human nature which 
will then distinguish the nations, they will cease to waste their strength 
in mutual combat. On the contrary, fully appreciating their different 
aspirations, the nations will mutually facilitate their development and 
thereby promote the common weal. The unity among the nations will 
be. comparable to the harmony in music, which ts composed of a variety 


of tunes. So the nations will form a unity, the parts of which, although 


freely developing on their own lines, will also further the general whole.

Committee, in due course presented two Memorials to the Conference 
setting forth the claims of Jews to civil and religious liberty in the 
various States, whose affairs the Conference had to decide upon, ang 
formulating provisions for the protection of the Rights of Minorities. 
These claims and provisions were adopted by the Peace Conference 
and duly embodied in the various Minority Treaties which the Conterencg 


agreed to. 

The Treaty with Poland was particularly important because it dealt 
in effect with a Jewish community of 3,500,000 souls—the largest J ewish) 
community in Europe. It, moreover, made special references to Jews, 
guaranteeing them the observance of their Sabbath and its respect 
by the public authorities. In the words of the Report, “the 
Polish Treaty assures to all Polish Jews the status of Polish 
Nationals on the same footing as their Christian fellow-country. 
men; it assures to them the fullest equality of civil and political 
it gives them complete religious liberty 
and autonomy; it grants to them the control of their communal instity. 
tions and an effective protection of their cultural interests ; it guarantees 
to them a liberal treatment of these interests and all necessary exemp- 
tions dictated by them in the general machinery of State administration: 
and, finally, it affords to these important rights a protection which, 
so far as written precautions go, should be adequate to assure their 
permanence.” | 

Somewhat similar Minority Treaties were agreed to by other States, 
including Greece and Bulgaria. But for a time Serbia and Rumania 
refused to sign. Many difficult negotiations ensued. Ultimately, how. 
ever, the difficulties were overcome, and “the Rumanian Minority Treaty 
emerged from the Peace Conference in a completely satisfactory shape, 
Every point laid down in the two Memorials of the Joint Delegation was 
gained in a form which, for precision and comprehensiveness, leaves 
nothing to be desired. All Jews * habitually resident’ in the country at 
the time of the signing of the Treaty become-ipso facto, and without the 
requirement of any formality, full Rumanian citizens.” 

Besides watching the Minority Treaties and contributing to 
their redaction and negotiation, within the measure of their resources 
and opportunities, the Joint Delegation have performed a great 
deal of miscellaneous work. Much of it belonged to the nornia! 
preoccupations of the Joint Committee, whose activities became 
necessarily transferred to Paris during the nine months’ stay af 
the Secretary in that city. Two branches were, however, closely 
concerned with the labours of the Peace Conference. One related 
to the Palestine question. While recognising the preferential claim 
of the Zionist Organisation to be heard on this important question, 
the Delegation did not abdicate the right of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community as a whole to place its views before the Peace Conference. 
Acting under their direction, Mr. Lucien Wolf presented to the Con- 
ference on April 14, 1919, the “Statement of Policy on the Palestine 
Question ” adopted by the Board of Deputies and the Council of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association on March 23rd and 30th respectively. 
The Delegation have also been happy to act on behalf of the English 
Zionist Federation in transmitting to the Conference (July 3rd), 
an important petition on the same question signed by 77,039 Jews 
of the United Kingdom. The consideration of these documents 
has been postponed untii the Treaty with Turkey and the annexed 
. Mandates come up for settlement. Meanwhile they have been duly 
acknowledged by the Secretariat-General of the Conference, and the 
Zionist Petition elicited from Mr. Balfour a warm letter of personal 
sympathy addressed to Mr. Wolf. , 

The other branch of the miscellaneous work was concerned 
with the pogroms reported from Eastern Europe in the early days 
of the Conference. These deplorable occurrences engaged the most 
anxious attention of the Joint Delegation. At every stage the 
promptest steps were taken to bring the appeals of the suffering 
Jews to the notice of the Peace Conference and of the representa: 
tives of the Polish, Ukrainian and Czecho-Slovak Governments. 
After the military excesses reported from Pinsk and Vilna, Mr. 
Lucien Wolf and Mr. Louis Marshall strongly urged upon the 
British and United States Delegations respectively to take measures 
for the protection of the Polish Jews, and instructions were promptly 
sent to the British and American Ministers in Warsaw to act in the 
sense suggested by the Jewish Delegates. Similar appeals addressed 
to Mr. Paderewski and Mr. Syderenko, the Chiefs of the Polish and 
Ukranian Missions, met with a sympathetic response. Later on. 
when the American and British Commissions of Enquiry under Mr. 
Morgenthau and Sir Stuart Samuel were despatched to Poland, the 
Joint Delegation placed at their disposal much valuable information, 
and were otherwise -privileged to contribute to the exhaustiveress 
of their investigations. The labours of these Commissions are likely 
to prove of great value in the reconstruction of Jewish life in Poland 
on the basis of the Minority Treaties, and hence they must be regarded 
as forming an integral part of the great work of the Peace Conference 

on the Jewish question. 
Thus ends a long and deeply interesting story of triumph over difficulties. 
With justifiable pride the report points out that the “ Minority Treaties 
are far more than a Charter of Jewish liberties. In framing the formula 
on which they are based, the Joint Foreign Committee asked for 1° 
privileges for their own brethren, but sought to obtain for them the rights 
of free citizens as part of a new reign of liberty and justice in Eastert 
Europe, in which all their compatriots, of whatever race or creed, might 
equally participate. The result is that, together with the emancipation 
of the Jews, the whole level of the political and moral life of that vast 
region will now be sensibly raised. Through the accidents of an intensely 
chequered history, these countries have hitherto been vowed to inter: 


_ racial strife and religious intolerance, and the resultant political instability _ 


has. shaken Europe to its foundations. To inaugurate an era of 
conciliation in these lands, and to found it on a wide conception of 
political liberty and social justice, was obviously the first task of aDy 
plan of European reconstruction which aimed at establishing the peace of

RABBI DR. GOLLANCZ ON ITS PRESSING NEED. 


On Sabbath last, at the Bayswater Synagogue, Rabbi Dr. Hermann 
Gollancz preached from the text to be found in the portion of the Torah 
read that day: “And the Lord said unto Moses, why criest thou unto Me ? 
speak unto the children of Israel that they journey forward.” 

In the course of his remarks the Rabbi observed: Let me say at 
once that, as far as I am aware and as farasIam personally concerned, the 
remedy proposed to be applied as an experiment to meet the present 
unrest and gross dissatisfaction, reflecting the inactivity of years past, as 
regards the synagogue service and Sabbath attendance, touch no vital 
principle of our holy religion; and that, contrary to the impression which 
is being sedulously spread,by those who will not see eye to eye with urs 
there is no attempt to introduce any changes in anything that is funda- 
mental in our cherished faith. | | : 

It is a base calumny to even suggest that any body of men, whether 
they be laymen or ministers of religion, meeting in the first-instance in 
private to discuss the problem how to increase our sadly dwindling 
Sabbath attendances at synagogue, and how far the synagogue service is 


responsible for the tragedy; how far, too, some modification of the exist- 


ing form of liturgy may help to improve matters and strengthen the cause 
of Judaism ; I say it is nothing but a wilful perversion of the facts, 
resorted to by the meanest minds, to suggest that such timely (or rather 
deferred) action is an attempt to interfere with ‘the laws of Moses and 
Israel,” or to tamper with any of the venerable traditions of Judaism. 
Remember, friends, the word ‘tradition’ itself is one of degree, and may 


be most misleading in character; a tradition may be of comparatively | 


modern times, and not be worth respecting ; it may even be dangerous to 

preserve it, and harmful to the general community or to the individual. 
As far as I know, no Jewish Minister or layman, anxious to improve 

the present state of affairs, suggests any infringement of the Sabbath 


- sanctity, any alteration of the dietary laws, the abolition of any of the 
Sacred Festivals or Fasts, any. of the laws of marriage and divorce, or 


any other of the traditions governing the life of the Jew and Jewess. 
They feel, however, that methods of religious exercise can be 
improved without, in the least, damaging, but on the contrary, improving 
the cause of Judaism itself, And in this connection, some of us feel most 
ardently, and have felt for a long time, that the methods of the Synagogue 
service are at fault, and call for remedial measures. 
It is impossible for me to go into details to-day in the course of a 


brief address; but I would have no difficulty in pointing out some of the | 
glaring abuses which are in vogue both in the matter rehearsed in the | 


form of service, and in the manner in which our services are conducted. 
As I observed on several occasions, owing to the fact that Hebrew is 
so little understood of the average Jew and Jewess, owing to the fact that 


- obstinate folk will not give up a tradition though they know it to be false, — 
many a congregant utters in the course of the service statements which | 


they do not believe, official sanction appears to be given to a form of 
hypocrisy which should at least be absent in the House of Prayer.

. he writer of the letter, Mr. Nathaniel Lucas, who is not only an Hou vary 
Officer of the United Synagogue, bat also a Warden of one of its Constitient 
Synagogues, touches upon a point apart from the general swbject, when ho -ays 
that the existence in Jewish Clergy of “ Minister-Preachers’’ and ‘* M n -ter. 
Readers’ is unknown to him. 
- Surely this distinction is a matter of common knowledge. And it is an arti/ivial 
distinction, the origin of which is notably discreditable, and its maintenance 1) lay 


an anachronism, especially in view of the projected establishment of the Jowish 
War Memorial. 


To the outside eye, all Ministers are equally “‘ Servants of the Lori, and 
such quaint distinctions in their function as that of liturgical service in the ancient 
Hebrew tongue, as opposed to the giving of a sermon in English from the pulpit, 
should. mean nothing. Unfortunately, they are made the basis for an entirely 


misplaced and unworthy division of thought, not only among Ministers thcom- 
selves, but in the ranks of the Honorary Officers. 7 

When it comes to confining the question of Synagogue Reform, however, 
to the consideration of the Honorary Officers of a congregation on the one hand, 
andthe “ Minister-Preacher” on the other, excluding the ‘* Minister-Reader,” 
the question takes on an aspect which is almost offensive. For some reason not 
clear to a logical mind, the mete weekly act of ‘delivering an address 1 ‘he 


vernacular—-for from the Jewish point of view it is English that is the vern ular 
and not Hebrew—is exalted into an act of intellectual and even social import nce 
of a quality sup2rior to the arduous and honourable daily duties of the ministerial 


round. If this is not snobbery, what is it? If it is to be perpetuated when the 
Jewish War Memorial College comes to be established, then that memoria! will 
be unworthy of its purpose. : | meee 
I write these few words because a policy of camouflage has always been estab- 
lished about the.very real division between the function of ‘ Minister-Reader” 
and ‘* Minister-Preacher,” and the serious heart-burning which it occasions. with 
its consequent damage to communal work and life. From the strictly Jewish 
point of view, the preacher is an innovation and exists only on sufferance. How 
as it’come about that this conception is now reversed, arid that the sermon ='.inds, 


on its Englishry, as the most important duty in the Ministry ? Are we to per 
_ petuate at this time of day alien modes in the ancient Jewish faith ? . 


By all means let us have.a sermon in the Synagogue, since so few of us under- 


stand Hebrew. But let it keep its place. Its place is not to establish a barrier 
between the man who delivers it and the man who does the other work.

THE SYRIAN PROBLEM. 


SPEECH ON ARAB INDEPENDENCE. 


The Daily News Cairo Correspondent, telegraphing under date of 
January 29th, says :-— 


Extracts have now. been received here from the long-delayed and 


‘anxiously-awaited speech of the Emir Faisal at Damascus. It appears 


to have been strongly Nationalist. in tendency. | 

‘We have made revolution against the Turks,” he said, “and have 
fought for the ideal of liberty, with which you are all acquainted. Certain 
people imagine I have concluded an accord in Paris. There is no truth 
in this. I, the som of Mahomet and the descendant of illustrious 
ancestors, could only conclude an accord which guaranteed the indepen- 
dence of the Arab countries, because I work, not only for the inde- 
pendence of Syria, but for the independence of all Arab countries. I 
shall continue to struggle for this ideal, however great the difficulties, and 
even if I remain alone in the fight.” 

The Emir then called upon the nation to have confidence in God and 
in itself. He expressed his great pleasure at the interest taken by the 
people in the military movement for the creation of a National Army, 
without which there would be no life for the country. : 


This speech is taken to mean that the Emir Faisal’s aim is the estab- 
lishment of a great Arab conglomeration. 


-THE MUSSULMAN AND CATHOLIC ARABS. 


A telegram sent out by Reuter’s agency from Rome yesterday week 
reads as follows; 


The Pope to-day reeeived & memorandum from the Mussulman and Catholic 
Arabs inhabiting Palestine. Copies have also been sent to the Supreme Council 
in Paris and to the British Government. | 
‘The memorandum protests against what it calls the British pro-Zionist 
policy, and in particular against Mr. Balfour’s statement to the effect that 
Palestine must be a country for the Jews. It further refers to what it describes: 
as british partiality for the Jews, denounces the reported granting of permission 
to iolshevik Jews to settle in Palestine, and declares that the Mussulman and 
Catholic Arabs will never allow Zionists to take possession of their country. 


DR. YAHUDA ON THE ARAB QUESTION. 


The Jewish paper Pro-Israele (Salonika) has printed an interview 
with Dr. A. 8. Yahuda on the future of Palestine. He specially discussed 
the Arab question... He brushes aside the argument used in high Arab 
quarters that the Jews have no claim to Palestine, and declares that the 
excited feelingsof the Arabs in that country are scientifically exaggerated, 
and are principally nourished and propagated in the first instance by 
(jristian Syrians, whoaresupported by European clerics precisely because 
these latter wish to prevent an Arab-Jew fraternisation. The strength 
of the agitators and intriguers, Dr. Yahuda proceeds, lies solely in the 
treats of a massacre of the Jews in Palestine. Those who utter such 
iicuaces should be treated as brigands who threaten with death all those 
who refuse to became victims of their rapacity. A large part of the 
J llaheen, however, already openly manifest their sympathy with the 
Jews, and onee the question of mandates and emigration is regulated, all 
peaceful Arabs will be convinced that their happiness and prosperity will 
alone be possible under a régime of progress and fruitful activity of the 
Jcwish people in the Holy Land. 


THE NEW FRENCH GOVERNMENT AND ZIONISM. 


Mr. N. Sokolow has been received by Mr. Léon Bourgeois, the 
President of the Senate and Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
societé des Nations. Mr. Sokolow declared that the reason.of his visit was 
the change of Government. Changes in the British and Italian Govern- 
ments had not altered the favourable attitude shown by those countries 
regarding Zionism. He expressed the hope that the same would be the 
casc With the French Government. Mr. Bourgeois declared that he had 
not yet had an occasion to discuss the Oriental question with Mr. 
Millerand. Nevertheless, he was sure that the new Government would 
show the same attitude. as the previous Government regarding Zionism, 


| and that it would give palpable proof of this. The declaration made by 


Mr. Millerand testified to the interest the new Ministry took in small

THE MIZRACHI MOVEMENT. 


THE AMSTERDAM CONFERENCE. 


In our issue of January 23rd we reported the proceedings at the first 
- day’s meeting, of the international Mizrachi Conference in Amsterdam. 


The official report of the second day’s sitting has now reached us. 

Deputy H. FARBSTEIN, President of the Polish Mizrachi Organisation, 
which he represents in Parliament, reported on its activities. 

Rabbi MEYER BERLIN expressed thanks for the work of the Central 
Bureau in Berlin during the recent years. It seems, from correspondence 
which he had in his possession, that a good deal of the success which the 
Mizrachi in Poland achieved was due to the help given from the Central 
Bureau in Berlin. 

Telegrams of greetings were read from the Queen of Holland, in reply 
to a message sent by the Conference, from Rabbi Chayim Chernowitz 
(“Rav Zair”), and from the Polish Mizrachi Organisation. 2 

Mr. A. J. RoM, Presidént of the Zurich Mizrachi Organisation, reported 


on the progress of the Mizrachi in Switzerland. He stated that the. 


relations between them and. the Agudas Yisroel, which has its Central 
Bureau in Zurich, were not friendly. 

Professor Dr. HERMANN: PicK, Chairman of the Education Commis- 
sion, reported on its deliberations and decisions. He said that the greatest 
dificulty under which they suffered was the lack of capable teachers. 
The Organisation had a fairly large number of schools in Palestine under 
its control. Besides: these schools, Baron Edmond de Rothschild had 
offered to place the schools of the I.C.A.. under Mizrachi control. A 
special commission would be appointed to negotiate with Baron de Roth- 
schild concerning this undertaking. The American Mizrachi had made a 
commencement in rectifying the dearth of teachers by founding a Teachers’ 
Training Seminary in Jerusalem. It was also very necesssary to found 


. secondary schools and schools for girls. The Mizrachi was in full accord 


with the political activity of the Zionist movement. This was not, how- 
ever, the case with the educational and cultural activities. | 
Rabbi Dr. SCHONFELD, of London, said that the London Conference 
decided that two “ Vaad Ha-Chinuch” should be established. This was 
evident from the protocol. What was not stated. in the protocol, but was 
nevertheless decided upon, was the establishment of the supreme Educa- 
tion Board, which would occupy itself with the fixing of the budgets and 
which should be composed of an equal number of representatives from 
each Education Board (or Supervision Board). He (Dr. Schonfeld) and 
Mr. Farbstein had a conference with Mr. Sokelow and other members of 
the Actions Committee concerning this question. It was unanimously 
agreed that the Mizrachi Education Supervision Board should be respon- 
sible only te the London Education Department, and should have its 


budget confirmed by the Central Office of the Zionist Organisation in — 
London. The conditions which the Education Supervision Board was to 
accept were: (1) Teaching to be in the Hebrew language. (2) A certain — 


minimum of secular studies. (3) Certain hygienic regulations. He.(Dr. 
Schonfeld) also dealt with Mr. Ussishkin’s proposals in respect to educa- 
tion, and, replying afterwards to subsequent speakers, he said that he 


wished to dispel the impression among some of the delegates that every- — 


thing possible was not done to settle satisfactorily the question on which 
differences of opinion had arisen. 
Professor Dr. H. Pick stated that the proposal for two Education 
Commissions was not a new one suggested by the Mizrachi but was 
suggested by the London Conference. He emphasised the fact that so long 
as the Eretz Israel question was not definitely settled, allresolutions were 
of a provisional character. It was only when the fate of Palestine was 


finally decided. that the re-building of a Jewish State would begin in 


earnest.

MEETING IN LONDON. 
Under the auspices of the Mizrachi Organisation a large mass meeting 


was held last Sunday, at the Pavilion Theatre, Whitechapel. 


The CHIEF RABBI, who. presided, said that he would not stand 
between: the meeting and the distinguished visitors from Poland. He 
referred to the object of the Mizrachi, which was to maintain the 
principle of the unity of Israel and the Torah. That aim could be realised 
only through a strong Zionist Mizrachi Organisation. He appealed to all 
present to join the movement. 

Rabbi-LanbDav, of Zaviertz; dealt with the activities of the Mizrachi 
in Poland, ‘which: had under its control a numberof Yeshiboths and 
Chedarim, where secular education was also given. He also referred to 
the material support needed by:the Jews -in Poland, whose position was 
very serious, and hoped. that the Jews in England would notforsake their 
brothers in Poland. The sole:hope.of. the Jews was that the Jewish nation 
would shortly: be replanted in the soil of theirancient and holy land. _ 

An address was delivered. by Rabbi AMIEL, of Grajero, who pictured 
in sombre colours the Jéwish tragedy’ of Poland. The gathering

The Jewish World has received from the Manager of the Hairdressing 
Saloons of the Piecadilly Hotel a letter in explanation of the advertise- 
iuent he caused to be inserted for an assistant with the proviso added 


that “No Jews need apply.” Here is what the Manager, Mr, H. P. 
Adolphe, has to.say :— 


“Itis apparent that an advertisement which wag inserted in the 
Iliirdressers Weekly, asking for applications for the post of assistant in 


this establishment, and stating that no Jews need apply, has been entirely — 


misinterpreted. The Hairdressers Weekly is solely a trades paper, and 
those who advertise in it are in the habit of giving some indication of 
the class of employee they require. Sometimes it will be stated that no 
foreigners need apply, or no Frenchman need apply, etc. In my case.at 
the present moment having two Jewish assistants out of four who are 


eiuployed here, I did not wish to take any more of this nationality,.and 


although perhaps the advertisement. appears. offensively worded when 
quoted, the fact that at the present, half my. staff are Jews will show 
that no offence, was intended or need have been taken. 

I much regret the annoyance which has unintentionally been caused, 
particularly as it has come to my knowledge that customers of the 
Piccadilly Hotel have believed that the responsibility for the advertise- 


ent rested on the Hotel Company. I wish to state here that the Hotel. 


Company were in no way, whatever responsible for the advertisement, and 


had no knowledge-of it. Iam lessee of premises within the Hotel, and.

THE HOSPITAL’S WORK. 
....The annual meeting of the North-Western Branch was held last 
_ Sunday at 193, Maida Vale. 
Haham Dr. M. GASTER, the Hon. President, was in the chair. 
| Mrs. J. COFMAN-NICORESTI, the Hon. Secretary, read the report of the 
year’s work. The following are extracts :— 

The year 1919 has proved a record one for the North-Western Branch, £2,023 
having been collected for the hospital as against £496 in 1918, An anonymous 
donor gave £850 through Haham Dr. Gaster in completion of £1,000 promised 
for the first bed. The hospital applied to our branch for ojd linen, and a small 
amount had been supplied. Much more, however, is wanted, and we hope some 

of our supporters will be able to send us any old linen they can spare. The 

Junior Aid Society arranged a series of dances, and £129 has been collected by 
them during the year. Pressing appéals are made to us by the Council of 
Management of the Hospital for greater support. 

_. The Treasurer, Mrs. H. WOLFF, read the balance-sheet, which states 
that expenses during the year had been only £6 19s. Sd., and that 
£2,023 17s. 8d. had been handed to the head office. There was a balance 
of £12 12s. in the bank. ees 

Mr. VERMONT. moved, and Mr. COFMAN-NICORESTI seconded, the 
adoption of the report and balance-sheet, which was unanimously. 
agreed to. 

_ Mr. I, BERLINER, President of the Association, proppsed a vote of 
thanks to the out-going Committee. He had come on behalf of his 
colleagues in the East End of London and the patients of the Hospital 
to thank that Branch for the good work it had done... They had to 
thank very much the Gaster family for having rescued them when they 
were almost sinking. He knew that all the honorary officers had worke 
very hard. 

Mr. H. WOLFF, replying on behalf of the Committee, said that the 
fact that over fifty persons a day were turned away from the Out-patients’ 

- Department proved the necessity of the Hospital, and also proved that 
more work was required. He especially appealed to the ladies to help. 
He asked the meeting particularly to thank Mrs. Friedlander for her 


untiring efforts, and hoped that she would be spared for many yearsto |} 


be the leader of their Committee. - 

Mrs. M. FRIEDLANDER tendered her thanks, but declared that they 
could do absolutely nothing without their excellent Hon. Secretary and 
charming Treasurer. | 


Haham Dr. GASTER urged upon the members the necessity of continu. 
ing their efforts. There were now many calls upon the Community, among 
them being one for a million pounds for a War Memorial. Their hospital, 
however, was a Peace Memorial. By supporting it they would bring 
peace to their own minds and souls, and would also bring peace to the 


minds of the suffering. A patient came to the Hospital already half-cured 
because there was peace in his mind, as he knew he would be understood — 
there among his own kith and kin. It was a great work which lay before 
them, and they were standing only at the beginning. They ought again 
to start a very definite round:of propaganda, to organise public meetings, 
and in some way or other call people’s attention to the work. They 
must make it clear that the Hospital was not a luxury, but one of the 
first necessities of the Community.

_ THE PROPOSED. COMMUNAL RABBI. 

A Conference of the Executives of the various Synagogues and 
Friendly Societies, convened by the Shechita Board, was held on Sunday 
at Frankenburg House. Mr. NATHAN LaskKI, J.P., presided. 

Mr. JEROME JACOBS gave an outline of the report issued by the Sub. 
Committee appointed in October last to consider the proposal for the 
appointment of a Communal Rabbi and Bethi Din for Manchester. He 
pointed out the necessity of appointing a man who wasa leading rabbinical 
authority, and possessed of sufficient secular education to enable 
him to fill the position of a worthy representative of Manchester 
Jewry. No doubt difficulties would arise in finding an ideal man, but 
there was no doubt that he could be found. It was important that the 
man appointed should be absolutaly independent. It was estimated that 
the total cost would be £2,500 per annum, of which the Communal Ray 
would receive £1,000 per annum. A burning question would be the ways 
and means of raising such a sum, and he suggested that a levy of 5s. per 
member of each of the synagogues, together with £1,000 a year promised 
by the Shechita Board, might overcome the financial difficulties. | 

Councillor §. FINBURGH, in criticising the report, said that’ he was 
opposed to reshing so important a matter. He complained that the 
various synagogues had not first been asked to give their opinion on the 
principle of the scheme and then to give their delegates a mandate-to act. 
The congregations were entitled first to have all the facts placed before 
them for their consideration. He doubted whether the: appointment

_of the proposed Rabbi would tend to improve the religious conditions of 


the Community, or whether any one individual could effect the transfor- 
mation that was anticipated. He thought that the appointment might 
lead to jealousy among the existing Ministers of Manchester, some of 
whom had spent their lives in the service of the Community. . :

‘““W. S. N.” himself, although he is.referring to an institution of whose true 
functions he appears to be in entire ignorance, declares “ that it is this mania for 
interference in matters outside their own province which is responsible for so many 
unpleasant misunderstandings.”” That, ghar respectfully submit, Sir, is almost 
a true paraphrase of my own quotation of the proverb “ Too many cooks spoil 
the broth,”’ and should immediately convince any intelligent reader that a remark, 
which had no reference whatever to our respected Rabbis, cannot be construed 
as a ‘sneer at the clergy.” I need hardly point out, as naturally following from 
this, how ridiculous is the subsequent remark of my desire to add yet another 
** cook.” 

In conclusion, Sir, may I say that in the desire to co-ordinate the various 
elements I see no insult; in the attempt to centralise the work I can only see what 
is, in my Opinion, a true effort to gather up the threads of communal discord, to 
weave them into a united whole, and produce a state that will mean not only a 
better lot for the Community itself, but for those very Rabbis, whose interests 
appear to be so zealously guarded by a “‘ visitor,’’ whose home is not in Manchester.

“A VERY CLEVER SCOUNDREL.” | 
Sentence of seven years’ penal servitude was passed, at Liverpool 


Assizes, upon a well-dressed man named Emanuel Goldman, aged thirty, 


who pleaded guilty to the theft of £75 from a fellow-Jew, to whom he 
falsely presented himself as sub-editor of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, seeking 
to interview him on the Zionist Movement. He had also committed 
fifteen other offences, involving £1,600, in various parts of the country. 
At Cardiff, said Inspector Moore, he became engaged to a typist, whose 


Office he frequently visited. He ordered for her £600 worth of jewellery, 


and when this was delivered at the office, he was seated in the manager’s 
chair, posing as a person of authority. At Glasgow, he became acquainted 
with a young lady, and representing himself as having £3,000 a year, 
obtained from her £65, her jewellery, and luggage, and left her stranded. 
The Inspector continued that at Edinburgh he ordered hundreds of pounds 
worth of books in the name of Rothschild, and ordered them to be sent 
to J. Rothschild, his uncle. The bookseller discovered the address to be 
fictitious, but the prisoner persuaded him to part with a first copy of 
Dryden, worth £350, on the pretence that he wanted to present it to the 
University. He sold the copy for £160. At Leighton Buzzard, using the 
name of Sassoon, and representing that he was staying with the Roths- 
childs, he obtained two diamond rings valued at £100. From lodgings in 
London he stole five hundred pounds worth of War Certificates and fifty 
pounds of War Bonds. On one oceasion, at Dunfermline, he impersonated 
a well-knawn actor. 

Other offences had been committed at Birmingham, Leeds, Man- 


chester, Leicester, and other places. He had spent most of his time in — 


gaol since he was nineteen, his last sentence being four years’ penal 
servitude. 
Detective-Sergeant Lewis, who said prisoner had helped the police to 
recover £1,200 worth of the £1,600 of stolen property, described him asan 
extremely plausible man, who carried out his crime single-ha nded. 
“ A very clever scoundrel,” commented Mr. Justice Bray. 


In'a’long speech, the prisoner stated that the Judge having called » 


him a clever scoundrel, he would like to explain how he came to follow a 
career of crime. In the first place, he attributed it to early vicious 
environment; and secondly, to the difficulty, amounting almost to an 
impossibility, of anyone with prison associations going straight. After his 
last rélease he joined the Army, and the authorities sent a notification 


that he need not report as a ticket-of-leave man, and as he left the letter 


lying about, his associates became aware he was an ex-convict. 

The Judge remarked that niany people outside the Army had been 
unaware of his antecedents. : 

The’ prisoner added that he had been in with painful regularity, 
bit, despite his past, he intended to go straight in the future. 

In’ passing sentence, Mr. Justice Bray remarked that he had com- 


mitted along list of crimes in a short space of time since he left the Army.

Sir Stuart had given the lie to this by the success he had achieved in 
combining both East and West. Although typically a West End Jew, he had 
been an ideal member of Parliament for an East End constituency, under- 


standing as he did the psychology of his constituents. No better President | 


of the Association of Friendly Societies could be imagined, and on the 
other hand, no better President of the Deputies of British Jews. Sir 
Stuart’s interest in his coreligionists was so marked a feature of his life 
that no doubt it was this fact which had prompted the Government to 
select him to head the mission to Poland. One could not imagine any 
other Jew making a greater success of that undertaking than Sir Stuart. 
_ Phe vote was carried by acclamation. 
Sir STUART, in reply, said that it was an agreeable surprise to him to 
learn that the Grand Order of Israel was actuarially sound. It wasa 
well-known fact that Jewish Friendly Societies were not based upon the 
eonservative lines of a non-Jewish societies. He was, nevertheless, pleased 
that the G and Order of Israel bad the sechel to launch out and make 
their finances secure. He was a conservative in finance, especially in 
Friendly Society finance, and he had always thought it unfair to offer 
benefits which could not be given. One of the greatest objects achieved by 
the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies was to point out thisfact. It 
was far better to give what was promised, than to promise and give nothing. 


Mention had been made of his interest in his coreligionists of the East 


End. He was nothing but what the Kast had made him. He could not 
forget that his family had its origin in the East. He knew the great and 
good Jew, his uncle—the late Lord Swaythling—intimately, a better man 


than whom never lived. He had Lord Swaythling always before him as_ 


an example to live up to, and had endeavoured to follow in his footsteps. 
He (Sir Stuart) always felt that if one trusted those with whom one 
worked, that trust would always be rewarded. He had always 
stood for a democratic platform. That was evidenced by the 
three great Jewish bodies with which he was intimately con- 
nected, namely, the Home and Hospital for Incurables, the Asso- 
ciation of Jewish Friendly Societies, and the Deputies of British Jews. 
In spite of the many calls upon their pockets, members of the Jewish 


Community must be prepared for considerable sacrifices in the immediate . 
future. There was the call of Palestine, and he felt sure the Jews of this — 


country would rise to thecall. Then the Great Communal Scheme needed 
£1,000,000.. He was confident that that amount would be forthcoming. 
Finally, there was the. terrible situation in the Ukraine, Poland and 
Central Europe. The people there were starving physically, mentally 
and religiously, and it was of paramount importance that we should do 
our best to relieve their sufferings. America was doing her share of the 
relief, and it was now up to them to help. He confidently appealed to 
those present to do all they could in that direction. :
